HOCKEY OUTLOOK... 


For a number of years, much has been discussed about the 
possibility of forming a National University Hockey League in 
Canada, the idea being the creation of a league of top-calibre 
teams that would develop University hockey in this country. 
For a variety of reasons, and excuses, no such league has ever 
been formed, although a great deal of time and effort has been 
put forth by a number of people. 


No team wanted, or needed, the National league more 
than the Concordia Stingers. Playing in the Quebec University 
Athletic Association, the Stingers have amassed a record of 153 
wins, 21 losses and 7 ties over seven years of existence and not 
because the Q.U.A.A. has been that weak. However, with the 
exception of the four team Canada West Conference, the other 
four Conferences in Canada offer imbalance, combining top- 
calibre teams like the Stingers, University of Toronto, Brandon 
and Regina with perennially weak opposition. 


Recently, an upsurge in the Maritimes, perhaps spurred 
on by Moncton’s success, has given that conference more equal 
competition at the top. But nothing matches the ideal of the 
National League concept as closely as the newly created set up 
for University hockey in Quebec. 


Based on a proposal put forth by the Q.U.A.A.’s Pierre 
Dubé, the six team league embarks on a critical path in 1982- 
83, one that could make Quebec a leader in University hockey, 
or one that could end with the demise of the league. 


Dubé’s plan, modified, then sanctioned by six members 
(Bishop’s withdrew from hockey at the conclusion of the 1981- 
82 season) calls for outside sponsorship for teams, community

involvement in programs, a scholarship fund to attract the top 
players to Quebec schools, an increased schedule, a commit- 
tment to hire full-time coaches by members, and increased 
promotion to improve the image of University hockey in the 
Province. 


The immediate result of the Q.U.A.A. endeavour is that 
for the 1982-83 season, schools with play 30 games each up 
from 24, including two four-team round-robin tournaments to 
be held at Concordia and Laval, and then on a rotating basis 
each year; increased playoffs this year to include a 3 of 5 final 
with both semi-finals and finals to be 3 of 5 next season; and 
some sort of scholarship fund to begin this year and expand in 
the future to include all players on each team. 


For 1983-84, all Universities must have a full-time hockey 
coach on staff. This regulation is probably the most significant 
because it expounds the extent to which Quebec Universities 
will commit themselves to hockey. 


If the plan is successful, the Q.U.A.A. will have created a 
top-calibre league of balanced competition without having the 
travel expense necessary for a national concept. Also, the prox- 
imity and natural rivalries amongst the Quebec schools could 
develop renewed interest in University hockey in Quebec, if the 
level of competition can be raised to produce a competitive 
equality. 


Only time will tell if it can work, but at least the Q.U.A.A. 
is making a solid attempt. If the plan works, don’t bet against 
Quebec taking a leadership role in University Hockey in Cana- 
da.
